E l Paso. Tex., March 20.— Pancho 
V illa has been driven into a trap by 
the rapid advance of tile American 
troops, according to the information 
received In wireless dispatches from 
the front and in telegraphic dispatches 
to General Gabiiel Gavira, the ('arrau 
za commander at Juarez. 
Everything seems now to depend on 
the ability of the Carranza garrisons 
to hold their end of the net. On tim * 
sides of the bandit chief he is hemmed 
in by strong Carranza columns, while 
on the fourth the Americans are driv­ 
ing forward with amazing speed. 
V illa was reported in the Habricora 
liflke 
region, on 
the ranch of Mrs. 
Phoebe Hearst. which he lias ravaged 
several times in the- past. 
Habricora 
Is about fifty-five miles south of Ca 
leana, where one section of the Amer­ 
ican expeditionary force has arrived 
and is pushing forward at the rate of 
thirty-three miles a day. 
A few miles to the east of the ban 
dit’s position Is Namiqutqa, which is 
held by a powerful Carranza garrison. 
On the west are the frowning barrier 
of the Sierra Madras mountains, bar 
ring the way to Sonora. 
General Gu­ 
tierrez, Carranza’s field chief, declares J 
that he holds all the passes to Sonora. J 
In any event, it is very unlikely that 
V illa would make a break for Sonora, | 
for the people there are said to be 
staunchly loyal to Carranza. 
To the south Villu s way is blocked 
by the Carranza garrison at Mattern, 
a town of considerable importance as 
the headquarters of the Madera Com­ 
pany, limited, an American concern, j 
which has vast lumber, mining end 
railroad interests. 
On account of th* I 
importance of this town an exception* 
ally heavy Carranza force is raid to 
hold it. 
The whole situation seems to hen 
on the Carcanztstaa. 
lf tlu-v remain 
lozal to the first chief, which up to 
the present time they have shown 
every indication of doing, Villa ap 
pears trapped. 
It is, of course, realiz­ 
ed that he is on ground of his own 
choosing 
and a 
country admirably 
suited for guerrilla warfare and sui 
prise attacks.

New York, March 20.—The confer­ 
ence committee of managers for the 
Eastern railroads, of which Elishe Lee 
is chairman, 
in a statement issued 
here “to the POO,OOO stockholders of 
these companies,” characterised the 
demands of the railway trainmen for 
higher wages as unfair, and added 
that “the carriers cannot and should 
not shoulder this burden of au unwar­ 
ranted increase of $10,000,000 in the 
wages of a small minority of their 
highest paid employes.” 
The payroll of the Eastern roads in 
1014, it was shown, amounted to $635, 
000,000, of which $186,000,000 went to 
the trainmen. 
“The 660,000 owners of the rail­ 
roads, who have put $7,000,000,000 of 
their savings in the business, receive 
on their investment about $300,000,000 
a year, or 4 per cent," the statement 
continues. 
“The railroad trainmen on 
every road in the country are demand 
ing an Increase in wages that will add 
not far from $100,000,000 to the pay­ 
roll. 
“These employes, the highest paid 
in the service, are less than one-fifth 
of the army of railroad workers. They 
have taken the cream of the big wage 
advances of the past few years, 
ll 
they force their demands on the car­ 
riers by threat of a nationwide strike 
surely the wages ol the other four- 
flfths would require adjusting. 
Mani­ 
festly the resources of the railroads 
would 
not permit 
granting all em­ 
ployes 
the 
same 
proportionate 
in 
crease. 
“The demand of the trainmen is that 
in all except passenger service they 
shall get their present ten hours' paj 
for eight hours’ or less service, thut 
increasing tho hourly rate bv 25 per 
cent; and for overtime, one and a half 
times the new higher hourly rate, an 
advance of 87 Vi per cent. 
“It is not a demand for an eight- 
hour workday. It is frankly a demand 
for higher wages on an eight-hour pay 
day basis 
the eight-hour pay to be a 
minimum, but the equivalent of the 
present ten hours’ pay. 
“Considering the high wages and 
the favorable working conditions en­ 
joyed by the trainmen, as compared 
with other railroad men 
and work 
era in other industries, their demand 
for still libber wages is not a fair 
one. Nor is it an honest statement to 
put this demand for higher wages in 
the form of a plea for an eight-hour 
day.”
